A TRAVELLING SCHOOL 


Private Car of the International 
Correspondence Schools 
Coming. 


The private instruction car of the “ In- 
ternational Correspondence Schools,” 
Scranton, Pa., is now in Winnipeg and 
will in all probability be in Moose Jaw in 
the course of afew days. This educa- 
tional institution was founded in 1891 by 
Mr. T. J. Foster, of Scranton, Pa., at that 
time editor of the well known mining 
journal, “ Colliery Engineer.” Since then 
it has grown wonderfully and employs a 
staff of 560 teachers and instructors who 
teach by correspondence no less than 70,- 
000 pupils living in all parts of the world. 

The different curricula of the school 
embrace almost every subject in the field 
of human knowledge, but especial atten- 
tion is paid to engineering, machanics 
and mining in all its branches. The car 
is in charge of Mr. W. N. Mitchell, who is 
making a trip over the C. P. R. from St. 
Mr. Mitchell and his 
assistants have been travelling on the C. 
P. R. since September 23rd and have been 
enrolling employees as pupils in their 
various different courses. far over 700 
have enrolled and will take courses in 
different branches of railway engineering. 

On the car is a working elof a lo- 
comotive, complete to the smallest detail; 
it is about three feet long, and from its 
base to the top of the smoke stack is per- 
haps 18 inches high. It is not atoy, but 
every part is as perfect as is a working k - 
comotive. Tht boileris capable of sus- 
taining a pressure of 140 pounds to the 
square inch, and the little engine can 
easily pull oe two strong men. It is 
stated that this is the smallest locomotive 
ever . 

In addition to the engine there are on 
the car mouels of every make of injectors 
and lubricators used in the railway bus- 


inesa. 

Mr. Mitchell spends all his time on the 
road giving inst: uctions in different ma- 
chanical cources and explaining to those 
who wish to enroll, the nature of the dif- 
ferent courses.

A CRUEL FATHER. 


A Disgracefal Affair Ventilated In 
the Regina Court —A Father's 
Neglect of His Childrden 


R. M. Bailey, of Indian Head, appeared 
before the Honorable Mr. Justice Rich- 
ardson at Regina on Saturday last charg- 
ed. by T.C. Johnstone, Crown Prosecutor, 
with mi et to supply family consisting 
of two children aged 12 and 7 with pro- 
per food and clothing, by which neglect 
the lives of the said children were en- 
dangered. 

To this charge the accused pleaded 
guilty and when asked if he had any 
thing to say why sentence should not be 

ssed, blubberingly told of how his wife 
ad taken sick three months ago and he 
had been unable to get any assistance, 
excepting a German girl and she was no 
use. During his wife’s confinement he 
had no medical aid. His wife grew worse 
and after trying to get a nurse at Fort 
Qu’Appelle, without success, he tele- 
graphed to Ontario for his wife's sister— 
she could not come as her muvuther was 
sick. Then he sent his wife over to one 
of the neighbors, who was to look after 
her fur $1.00 per day. She stayed there 
for twenty-three days and was attended 
by Dr. Hall, of Fort Qu’Appelle. She 
was afterwards brought in to D . Kemp at 
Indian Head. Four men hau to carry 
heron a mattress. Shegot better. Dur- 
ing this time the children had been left 
alone. 

The accussed also stated that he had 
one farm near Indian Head and another 
in the Wide Awake district, which was 
not all paid for, also over 3%) head of stock 
and 1200 bushels of grain which was not 
yet threshed. 

His Lordship— With all this property 
you have let your children starve. 
more disgraceful state of affairs he did 
not think it posasble could exist in the 
North-West. The punishment he could 
give him was three years in the peniten- 
ee 
of Mr. Johnstone and allow him to go on 

sentence if he would go back 
to Indian Head and to his home to-night, 
make his family comfortable and do hfs 
duty. If he did not do hisduty he would 
be brought up ugain and punished, and 
inthat event it may be that the court 
would appoint some one to look after his 
family and property and take care of him 
as an imbecile and a lunitic. 

The accused entcied into his own re- 
cognizance for the sum of $500 to come 
up for sentence when called upon to do 
so.— Vidette.

OF REVOLUTION 


FRENCH ARMY LEADERS DEFYING 
THE CIVIL AUTHOBITIES. 
Persecution of Col. Picquart Arouses 
Intense Indignation—A Plot to 
Overthrow the Government. 


Paris, Nov. 27.—France, after all, is 
noi to escape the crisis which has veen 
mmpending for many months, namely 
a decisive conflict between the civil 
authorities and the military power. 
The action of General Zurlinden, the 
military governor of Paris, in order- 
ing Cou. Picquart before a court mar- 
tial is nothing jess thanh a monstrous 
piot to defeat justice and establi-h the; 
supremacy of the army above the re-| 
publican institution in France. It is 
by no means certain what will be the 
issue ol the great struggle which has 
now thoroughly aroused and alarmed 
the country. The desperate policy to 
which the military leaders have com- 
mitted themselves has not been under- 
taken with less than the full expecta- 
tion of being able to carry it toa 
euccessiul conclusion. - Everybody 
knows at the outset the innocence ol 
Picquart cl forging Je petit bleu, of 
which he 1s accused. Col. Schwartz- 
koppen. the German military attachee, 


has freely stated thut he wrote 
this document, which he addressed 
to Estertiazy, but which was stoi- 


en from the Writer’s pocket. The 
provi of the gunuin ness of the pecit 
bleu has been published broadcast anu 
the worst en mies of Col. Picquart 
know he is innocc nyt. The audacity of 
his incarceration for many months 
and the order lor his court martial 
when the court of cassation Was 
about to pronounce upon this anu 
ather facts concern™! in the Dreyfus 
case, it is trucly appalling. It is a 
direct diiiane+ of the highest civil 
tribunal in France, and its motives 
are ovvious to ali. The appr-hensions, 
and which were aroused in the mic- 
dle of October by tis discovery of a 
milimary plot for a coup d’etat, are 
now revived with groater force and 
the Droylus affair 1s dwarfed in the 
face of Uhts new iniamy and national 
danger.

M, Clemenceau is entirely jJustiiied in 
the denunciation which he mak:s to- 
day of M. De Freycinet’s weakness in 
f#iling to controi Generai Zurlinden, 
who is his subordinate. M. Labori, 
who is Picquart’s counsel, significant- 
ly says that he and his client have 
nothing to fear if it is merely ne- 
cessary to prove Picquart’s innocence, 
but the quesiion is, will) the court 
martial appointed by General Zur- 
linden dare to acguit an innocent 
man ? 

M. de Blowitz, the Paris correspond- 
ent of the London Times, uses the fol- 
lowing interesting language on @his 
point. “Il don’t discuss the question 
whether or not Picquart is guilty. How 
ean I? I meet no one who believes it. 
But suppose, momentarily, that he is. 
The military authorities should have 
awaited the decision of the court, if 
for no other reason, at least from 
mere prudence. Fancy the court de- 
elaring Dreyfus innocent and freaing 
him, wiile Picqguart, the author of 
this reparation, is a prisoner and con- 
demneu. for that will certainly be the 
resuit. The trial will be secret. whe- 
ther lawlu! or unlawTul. If not wholly 
secret. the case will be partially tried 
behinu closed doors, and Picquart will 
be condemned. I would not bay with 
Zola that it will be by order. No order 
of this sort will be given, but he will 
be condemned, because it is impossible 
to hope from men what is above their 
etrength. You cannot ask colonels who 
have been educated to passive and 
ecamplete obedience by not condemn- 
ing Picquart to deal a blow at the 
investigating officer, at the o‘ficer 
who drafted the report, at the gen- 
eral who is governor of Paris, and at 
the authors of the machinations of 
tht general staff. You cannot ask 
tltem to encourage an officer who is 
trying to shed light on all of the in- 
tentional otecurities of this affair, 
and, indeed, asking your own soul, 
you cannot deny that in their place 
you would find it impossible to extri- 
eate yours: 60 compictely as to vote 
for acquittal. In such circumstances, 
Colone: Picquart will be condemned, 
and the verdict will sound throughout 
the world ae the funeral knell of in- 
dividual liberty and security, creat- 
ing in France sich anger and hatred 
as nothing can appease.”

THE CONFERENCE. 


Comments of Special Correspondents 
on the International Commission. 


Toronto, Nov. 22.—The Mail ana 
Empire’s special from Washington 
says: The deliberations of the inter- 
national commission are proceeding 
very satisfactorily notwithstanding the 
reports that the United States senators 
had asked that nothing decisive be done 
for ten days so that they might be given 
an opportunity to confer with the in- 
coming members of congress re te 
reciprocity features.

MUNICIPAL. 


Notices are out calling a public meet- 
‘ing of the ratepayers of Moose Jaw for 
Monday, Dec. 5th, in the town hall, be- 
tween the hours of ten and twelve o'clock, 
‘for the purpose of nominating a Mayor 
and six Councillors, and three School 
Trustees for the next ensuing year. If 
more than the required number are nom- 
inated, an election will be held one week 
later. 
This is the first election that will be 
held under the provisions of the new Or- 
‘dinance which was assented to on De- 
‘cember 15th, 1897. Sub-section 2, of 
’ Section 18 provides that at this election 
the three candidates first nominated shall 
be declared elected for a term of two 
years, and the other three for a term of 
‘one year, and at each subsequent election 
ithe Councillors shall be elected for two 
‘years. Sub-section 2, of Section 37, pro- 
vides that in event of more than the re- 
‘quired number being nominated and a 
poll being declared, the three candidates 
receiving the highest number of votes 
shall be declared elected for two years ; 
and the three candidates receiving the 
next highest number, for one year, and 
at each election thereafter the candidates 
receiving the highest number of votes shall 
be deelared elected for a term of two 
years. This is the system followed in the 
election of School Trustees and is a great 
improvement on the old law, inasmuch 
that the municipal ship will never be 
entirely in the hands of inexperienced 
Aldermen. 

This year the retiring School Trustees 
are Messrs. W. W. Bole, J. M. Simington, 
and Wm. Grayson, who have now served 
their term of two years. 

Mayor Bogue has called a public meet- 
ing for to-night in the town hall for the 
discussion of municipal matters, and it is 
to be hoped that our citizens will show 
a more lively interest in our town than 
‘on former occasions. 


TRADE WITH GREAT BRITAIN. 


The figures in connection with the ex- 
port trade of Canada to Great Britain 
have already been quoted in these columns 
as far as the month of October was con- 
cerned. Fuller returns enable us now to 
«<ompare the ten months of the year with 
a similar period of last year. By such 


_advances in more than one of our chief 
lines of exports. For example the value 
.of the corn consumed in. the English 
market has increased $3,464,490 ; bacon | 
has increased $2,140,345: the value of 
flour exported has gone up $1,336,050 ; 
fish, $882,525 ; wheat, $758,335 ; butter, 
$529,210; eggs, $186,605. In other lines 
-there has been a falling off, as for ex- 
ample in cheese, which has decreased 
$1,341.540 ; liye cattle, $1,309,605 ; horses, 
:6306,450; sheep, $159,320; hams, $144,590; 
pease, $29,680. Timber must be added to 
the list of decreases, and sawn lumber 
elso, though for the aingle month of 
October there has been an increase over 
October, 1897. These increases exceed the 
Mecreasea, however, by nearly 86,000.000. 
In connection with the question of im- 
proving trade between Canada and the 
mother country, it is announced that the 
‘High Commissioner is working hard to 
secure an opportunity for Canadian ship- 
pers to tender for Imperial Army and 
Navy supplies. Owing to the inconceiv- 
able power of officialdom, and the 
tremendous amount of red tapeism to be 
evercome, this is by no means an easy 
undertaking, but Lord Strathcons is not ! 
easily discouraged, and it is believed that 
his well directed efforts wil) be crowned 
with ultimate success,

The following is the communica- | 
tion received by the chairman of the com- 
mittee from Commissioner McCreary re 
the threatened invasion of Doukhobortsi : 


“ T amin receipt of your favor of the 
3rd instant, wherein you state that you 
have learned it is the intention of the 
Government to locate for some time in 
Winnipeg a large number of Russian im- 
migrants who may possibly compete with 
the local labor. 

“ Permit me to say that since assuming 
this office I have been very careful in all 
cases to discourage either mechanics or 
laborers coming here, and not only that 
but I can produce the names of about 
sixty people whom I have moved out of 
this city this year, Germans, Swedes, 
Galicians, and other foreigners, and 
located them on land. 

“These Doukhobortsi have never lived 
in towns. They know absolutely nothing 
about anything but farming. They will 
not arrive here till about the middle of 
December, and most of the men will be 
immediately taken to the colony where 
they are going to locate, to take out 
timber for their own houses, and the 
entire colony will be moved out early in 
March. 

“TI would also draw vour attention to 
the fact that the Government are not 
bringing these people here, neither are 
the C.P.R. company ; they are paying 
their own way, soare perfectly free to do 
what they please. Out of 7,500, 5,500 
have means of their own ; probably more 
than the average immigrant. The other 
2,000 are being assisted by the Quakers of 
the United States and Society of Friends 
in England, so that they do not come 
here paupers, and will neither ask for alms 
nor city work. I may say that only a small 
proportion of them will be in this city ; 
the balance will be at other points. 
Trusting this will be satisfactory.

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CRIME IN CANADA. 


The Dominion Criminal Statistics for 
the year ending September 30th, 1897, are 
to hand and make an interesting volume 
for the thoughtful reader. On the whole 
crime seems to beslightly on the increase, 
the total number of convictions per 10,000 
inhabitants being 11.06, as compared with 
10.25 in 1896. In Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick alone have convictions de- 
creased ; in every other province they 
have increased. 

The percentage of young offenders (un- 
der 16 years) was the same in 1897 as in 
the preceding year, 6.7. 

Female offenders were slightly less 
numerous than the year before, the per- 
centage being 6.3 against 6.7 in 1896. 

“ Offences against the person,” i.e., 
murder, manslaughter, assaults and such 
higher crimes, showed an increase in four 
provinces but a decrease in Manitoba. 

“ Offences against property with voi- 
lence,” which includes burglary, house 
and shop breaking, were particularly rife 
in British Columbia. 

Under the head of. “ Other Offences ” 
the number of convictions increases by 
105 during the year ; the increase being 
mainly in Quebec, Ontario and British 
Columbia. 

Of the fines imposed, 47.04 per cent. 
were for offences against the Liquor 
License Acts, and 14.01 per cent. were 
for drunkenness. Each of these was less 
than-the corresponding percentages of the 
year previous. 
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FARMERS, ATTENTION / 


Wm. Saunders, Director of the Central 
Experimental Farm, Ottawa, has issued 
the following circular letter to the farm- 
ers of Manitoba and the North- West Ter- 
ritories :

should be ascertained, as this can be done 
without cost to the farmer. 

Samples for test may be sent now or at 
any time during the winter, in any num- 
ber desired, addressed to the Director of 
Experimental Farms, Ottawa. An ounce 
of the grain is sufficient, which can be ! 
enclosed in an envelope and sent free 
through the mail. The germinating power 
of the samples sent will be ascertained 
and a report of the test forwarded to the 
sender as promptly as possible.” 

Fortunately the farmers of this district 
do not need to avail themselves of this 
opportunity, having reaped a good har- 
vest of No.1 Hard before the unfavor- 
able weather set in, and therefore the 
germinating power of their seed grain 
does not need to be ascertained.

IMMIGRATION. 


Regarding the question of immigration’ 
the Minister of the Interior had the fol- 
lowing to say in his recent Torontospeech: 


We found that the government who 
came into office avowedly for the purpose 
of stopping the exodus of people to the 
United States had not been able to stop 
that exodus, had not been able to keep 
within the borders of Canada the natural 
increase of the population, while hun- 
dreds of thousands of immigrants from 
foreign countries had passed in and out 
again and had not added one to our pop- 
ulation. I found when I took charge of 

the department of immigration that the 
pall of death seemed to have fallen over 
the officials: that they were not doing 
anything and that they seemed to be con- 

vinced that it was not worth while to do 
anything because they could not succeed. 

We have endeavored to remedy that. I 
am not going to boast about my own 
work, about what has been done or what 
is going to be done. The cencus will 
come out in good time and I am prepared 
to let the results speak for themselves, 
but I want to say that the exodusof Can- 

anian citizens to the United States has 
been stopped. (Cheers.) I want to say 
we are bringing back from the New Eng- 
land states the French Canadian people. 

who went from the province of Quebec. 

(Cheers.) I want tosay that people of 
the province of Ontario who are going 
westward are not going to the western 
states, but they are going to western Can- 
ada ; and I want to say in addition, that 
instead of the exodus to the United 
States our agents are taking thousands 
of the best farmers of the western states 
to-day and settling them upon our west- 
ern prairies. (Applause.) 


Now that the season for “ blizzards ” is 
with us, it is interesting to note the origin 
of the word. An exchange informs us 
that the word “ blizzard ” was first intro- 
duced to the Canadian North-West by 
the late Hon. Dr. Schultz, who, along 
about 74, at a political meeting in Win- 
nipeg, used the term as an Americanism 
to describe in a jocular way the “howlings” 
of those people who were opposed to him. 
The word passed into immediate cur- 
rency, as expressive of the severe winter 
storms known to Manitoba’ It at once 
became popular to describe any heavy 
winter storm as a “blizzard,” but there is 
no reason to suspect that the word was 
not originally intended to cover that 
sense. In Minnesota and Dakota, where 
the word originated, and Manitoba where 
it was popularly applied, there are 

j peculiar winter conditions. There are 

| prairie countries of comparatively high 

| latitude. It rarely thaws in winter, and 
the snow unless packed by the wind, is 
| | usually ready for a frollic. In prairie 
lands where the wind has full sweep, gales 

are frequent, and a. high wind witha 
| clear sky is quite an ordinary experience. 

This we take to be the real meaning of 

the term “blizzard”: A driving snow storm | 

; with a clear sky.

Washington, Nov. 25 —An effort will 
be made by persons interested in lake 
transportations to have the <Anglo- 
American commission take up th> pro- 
ject for a canal joining the Groat 
Lakes and the Atlantic. This project 
has been favorably reported upon by 
a deep waterway commiss.o7 nuthor- 
ized by congress and appointed by the 
president. Whils this establishes the 
practicability of the canal, the pres- 
ent movement contemplates the ce- 
vising by the Anglo-American commt - 
sion of a plan of joint action by wl ich 
work will actually be begun.

the St. Lawrence? River, and Lake 
Champlain, a cut of 29 miles being 
eufficient, it is said, for that link in 
the canal. Another cut of 24 miles 
would carry the canal to the Hudson 
River, thus connecting the shipping of

Lakes, Welland Canal, the &t. Law- 


rence River, Leake Champlain, and the 
Hudson River. The projectors of this 


movement say the cut from the St. 


Lawrence to Lake Champlain can be

THE COLONEL’S CASE PROMISES 
TO RIVAL THE DREYFUS AFFAIR. 


Prominent Men Sign a Written 
Protest Against His Trial by 
Court Martial. 


Paris, Nov, 25:—The Picquart case 
secms in the way of raising even a 
greater stdrm than ths Dreyfus af- 
fair. The general staff are dumb in 
the face of the barefaced decision of 
the military governor of Paris, Gen- 
cral Zurlinden, to try Co. Picquart by 
courts martial], while those favoring r2- 
vision are furious at this new  at- 
vwempt to defent justice and protest 
against the court martial being  or- 
Jercd. Nobody believes that Picqu- 
art is guilty of any crime exe-pt a 
courageous desire to render justice to 
Drey:us, but on all sides it is recog- 
nized that, in a practically secret 
trial, he may be cond=mned on some 
technicality, thus attaining the ap- 
parent object which is to throw doubt 
upon his depositions before the court 
of cagsation in the Dreyfus trial. 
Every one is asking the mo- 
tive of General Zurlinden in 60 
persistently pursuing Col. Picquart, 
and why a court martial is so neces- 
sary that it could not be postpoued un- 
til the decision of the court of ~assa- 
tion has been given. Everyone is ask- 
ing whether it is a desperate attempt 
to shiela the former minister of war, 
Gen. Mercier, and the general staff, 
even at the risk of precipitating dis- 
aster and the nation’s hatred, and in 
any event of driving every doubting 
person into the Dreyfusite party. A 
protest against the court martial of 
Picaguart, bearing the signatures of 
leuding authors, politicians and jiour- 
nalists, is being widely circulated for 
further names and will be presented 
to the government. This evening it is 
reported that M. de Freycinet, min- 
ister of war, has consented to be in- 
erpellatea on the subject in the cham- 
ber of Gepzties next Monday when a 
sensational scene may be expected. 

Another feature of the case is the 
torrent of hostile criticism now pour- 
ed upon M. De Freycinet, who is ac- 
cused of quailing before General Zer- 
linten and the general staff. Maitre 
Labori, Col. Picquart’s counsel, says 
he is convinced it will be impossible 
to conJémn Picquart on the charge 
of forgery, but that the accu-ei of- 
ficer may possibly be condemned on 
the charge of communicating fecret 
cocurnents, although thcir communi- 
cation was in no way inimical tothe 
interests of the state. 

Col. Pie quart continue! his evicence 
before the court of cassation through- 
out the whole Cay, and his deposition 
is expectel to occupy several days 
more. There is still some hope tiat 
he inay receive justice, owing tothe 
presence on the courtmartial of Col. 
sSonnal, who is a great friend of Ple- 
quarts. but M. Clemenceau, in 
L’'Aurcre, declares that the  court- 
martial is packed, and accuses M. De 
Freycinet of allowing an innocent man 
to be victimized in order to increase 
his own chances at the next presi- 
dentia! election.

On the Behring Sea Sealing Question 
Coneluded. 


Washington, Nov. 25. — The Behring 
Sea question was again tuken up by 
the Anglo-American commission today 
and such progress was made with the 
hearing of the experts that it is ex. 
pected this branch of the subject will 
be cut of the way today. The exam- 
ination of Captain Thayer, the Unit- 
ed Statee expert, who appraised the 
Canadian fleet of sealers, proceeded 
through the morning and Captain Cox, 
the Canadian who nere particuiarly 
represents the sealers, will be exam- 
ised and cross-examined this afternoon. 
This, with the testimony of Captain 
Taylor, the Canadian appraiser, here- 
tofore heard, places the commission in 
possession Of every shade of opinion as 
to the value of the sealing fleet and 
remains only now to reconcile the dif- 
ferences between the United States 
and Canadian experts. Tomorrow the 
commissioners go to Martinsburg, W. 
Va.. as the guests of Senator Faulkner. 

When the commission adjourned at 
& p. m. the Behring Sea case was clos- 
ed so far as the hearings were con- 
cerned and the subject went over until 
Monday, when a conference will begin 
on the basis of the testimony taken.
